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ORDINANCE NO. 86-_4_ 

AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, 
FLORIDA: AMENDING THE ZONING CODE OF 
PALM BEACH COUNTY, ORDINANCE 73-2, AS 
AMENDED, AS FOLLOWS: PROVIDING FOR THE 
EXECTUIVE DIRECTOR OF THE DEPARTMENT OF 
PLANNING, ZONING, AND BUILDING TO WAIVE 
CERTAIN APPLICATION REQUIREMENTS FOR 
REZONING AND OTHER PETITIONS INITIATED 
AT THE DIRECTION OF THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS, PROVIDING FOR 
INTERPRETATION OF CAPTIONS; PROVIDING 
FOR REPEAL OF LAWS IN CONFLICT; 
PROVIDING FOR SEVERABILITY; PROVIDING 
FOR INCLUSION IN THE CODE OF LAWS AND 
ORDINANCES; AND PROVIDING FOR AN 
EFFECTIVE DATE. 


WHEREAS, Chapter 125 (County Government) of Florida 
Statutes establish the right and power of counties to provide for 
the health, welfare, and safety of existing and future residents 
by enacting and enforcing zoning and business regulations; and 


WHEREAS, Chapter 163 (Intergovernmental Programs), Part II 
(Local Government Comprehensive Planning and Land Development 
Regulation Act) of Florida Statutes provides that counties shall 
have power and responsibility to plan comprehensively for their 
future development and growth, including the adoption and 
implementation of appropriate land development regulations which 
are necessary or desirable to implement a comprehensive plan, as 
provided in Section 1 63. 3202( 2) ( f) of Florida Statutes; and 


WHEREAS, certain application requirements for petitions for 
rezoning and other actions pursuant to the Zoning Code are 
excessively burdensome or unnecessary for petitions filed in the 
name of the Board of County Commissioners, particularly those 
initiated as part of the comprehensive zoning review pr 9 gram 
required by Section 402.9 of the Zoning Code; and 

WHEREAS, the Executive Director of the Department of 
Planning, Zoning, and Building can best identify and v;iave or 

^Qilijfy these^ reauirements on a case-by-case basis, provided that 
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no waiver shall be permitted for any public notice requirements 
of the Zoning Code; and 


HHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners of Palm Beach 
County, Florida, sitting as the Local Planning Agency, has 
determined that these proposed amendments to the Palm Beach 
County Zoning Code are consistent with the adopted Comprehensive 
Plan of Palm Beach County, as required by Chapter 163, Section 
163.3194(2)(a) of Florida Statutes; 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, that: 

SECTION 1. The Palm Beach County Zoning Code (Ordinance 

72-3), as amended. Section 401 (Application Procedure for All 
Petitions), Subsection B (Application Procedure), is her'eby 
renumbered and amended to read as follows; 

B. APPLICATION PROCEDURE.

this Section shall apply to the following: 
a^ DISTRICT,BOUNDARY CHANGES (REZONING) 
b,_ SPECIAL EXCEPTIONS 

c^ ZONING REGULATION CHANGES (ORDINANCE 
AMENDMENT) 

d^ MODIFICATION OF COMMISSION REQUIREMENTS 

e,. SPECIAL PERMITS 

f^ VARIANCE REQUESTS (BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT) 

2 . 1 - Wi_th the excenti.on of reg.ui_rements for personal or 
record ngtice,_ the Executive Director of ‘ t-he 
Department of Planni.ng,_ Zoning,^ and Building may waive 
or modi^fy any appli.cati.on requirement yn this Code for 
petitions filed in the name of the Board of County 
Commissioners^ 
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SECTION 2. 


CAPTIONS. 


The captions, section headings, and section designations 
used in this Code are intended for convenience of users only and 
shall have no effect on the interpretation of the provisions of 
this Ordinance. 

SECTION 3. REPEAL OF LAWS IN CONFLICT. 

All local laws and ordinances applying to Palm Beach County 
in conflict with any provisions of this ordinance are hereby 
repealed. 

SECTION 4. SEVERABILITY. 

Should any section, paragraph, sentence, clause, or word of 
this ordinance be held to be unconstitutional, inoperative, or 
void, such holding shall not affect the validity of the remainder 
of this ordinance. 

SECTION 5. INCLUSION IN CODE. 

The provisions of this ordinance shall become and be made a 
part of the Code of Laws and Ordinances of Palm Beach County, 
Florida, and the various sections may be retitled, renumbered, or 
relettered to accomplish this purpose. 


SECTION 6. EFFECTIVE DATE. 

The provisions of this ordinance shall become effective upon 
receipt of acknowledgment by the Department of State of the State 
of Florida.
